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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . It is noted that this application appears to claim subject matter disclosed in prior 
Application No. 10/081695, filed 2/22/02. A reference to the prior application must be 
inserted as the first sentence(s) of the specification of this application or in an 
application data sheet (37 CFR 1.76), if applicant intends to rely on the filing date of the 
prior application under 35 U.S.C. 119(e), 120, 121, or 365(c). See 37 CFR 1.78(a). For 
benefit claims under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121, or 365(c), the reference must include the 
relationship (i.e., continuation, divisional, or continuation-in-part) of all nonprovisional 
applications. If the application is a utility or plant application filed under 35 U.S.C. 
1 1 1 (a) on or after November 29, 2000, the specific reference to the prior application 
must be submitted during the pendency of the application and within the later of four 
months from the actual filing date of the application or sixteen months from the filing 
date of the prior application.

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 
2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 28-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hofling (USPN 5,419,777) and further in view of Lui et al. (USPN 5,620,419). 

Hofling discloses an apparatus that comprises a plurality of tines (15) that are 
made of shape memory configuration and would be warmed by body temperature, and 
wherein the tines move from a first position to a second position by the actuator, and 
wherein a medicament is inserted through the tines, but fails to disclose a skin patch. 

Lui et al. discloses a skin patch that is used as a stabilizer ring that has two 
different types of visual indicator. 

Therefore at the time of the invention it would have been obvious for one of 
ordinary skill in the art to modify the teachings of Hofling with the device of Lui et al. 
because Lui et al. teaches a benefit of using a stabilizing ring that helps to stretch the 
skin and allow for an easy insertion or withdrawal of a needle into the specific location of 
the body. 

4. Claims 28-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Flaherty et al. (USPN 6,283,951) and further in view of Lui et al. (USPN 5,620,419). 

Flaherty et al. discloses an apparatus that comprises a plurality of tines (62,64) 
that are made of shape memory configuration and would be warmed by body 
temperature, and wherein the tines move from a first position to a second position by 
the actuator, and wherein a medicament is inserted through the tines, but fails to 
disclose a skin patch. 
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Lui et al. discloses a skin patcli that is used as a stabilizer ring that has two 
different types of visual indicator. 

Therefore at the time of the invention it would have been obvious for one of 
ordinary skill in the art to modify the teachings of Flaherty et al. with the device of Lui et 
al. because Lui et al. teaches a benefit of using a stabilizing ring that helps to stretch the 
skin and allow for an easy insertion or withdrawal of a needle into the specific location of 
the body.
